Captain Shoe- 
maker has detailed a fleet of eight rev- 
enue vessels, including the Gresham, 
Tuscarora, Sennole.Windom and Dalk. 
This fleet will be augmented by twelve 
or fifteen vessels of the New York 
Yacht Club. The vessels of the yacht 
club will fly the flag of the Revenue 
Service, and. on each will be placed a 
revenue cutter officer, with a detail of 
enlisted men.

With 
a fleet of twenty to twenty-five ves- 
sels, Captain Shoemaker is confident 
the course will be kept clear for the 
contesting vessels.

THE STATUTE OF LIMITATION 


Jiff ANY Republican leaders, asys a Washington corres 
7ll 
pondent, who the past few months have been going 


about wearing a. worn haggard and hunted look are now 
walking the streets of Washington wearing a broad and 
expansive smile. Wherefore? Simply because on the 31st 
ot July last the statute of limitation ran out and they arc 
forever barred from prosecution for the misdeeds and pe- 
culation they Indulged in while holding positions of honor 
and trust under the national government three years ago. 
There are many men who ought to have been indicteo. 
and would have been had not President Roosevelt told 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General Bristow not to inves- 
tigate any of the cases where the statute of limitation 
xvould run this year. It was known also that Perry S. 
Heath, the secretary of the Republican National Commit- 
tee, would ha.'e been one of the first to be indicted-; along 
with Machen, if the Republican leaders had not stepped 
in and put a veto on the thing. Mr. Heath knows too 
much of the inside workings of the cogwheels and oiling 
that the different parts of the machine received in the last 
two national campaigns. He might, as Rathhone threat- 
ened to <lo, "Pull down the pillars of the temple," and that 
would be dangerous to many in high pUxces and leave the 
Republican skeleton exposed in all Its hideousueHS. 
The 


•man who invented the statute of limitations should have 
a monument elected to his memory by the Republican 
leadeis, for they know how much tubulution he saved 
them. 


We cannot understand why the* statute of limitation 


should apply to ciiminals who have stolen moneys from the 
government, and not to the surities of federal officials. 
The Journal scribe was once notified to make good an al- 
leged defalcation of a postmaster moi e than eight years 
-after the expiration of that official's teim, and more than 
five years after his death, and when the writer had entire- 
ly forgotten that he was on such a bond. As it happened 
there was no defalcation but the surities were put to con- 
siderable tiouble and expense to prove that fact. If the 
postmaster haa been a defaulter as alleged, and had been 
-living t the time, he could not have been molested, while 
his sureties would hare been held for the shoitag-e. It ap- 
pears that our benlficent government is more chaiitable to 
official thelves than to presumed honest men who in the 
Interest -of public service become pecunmarily responsi- 
ble for the acts of government officials. 
Another case in- 


point is the suit brought against Jewett Adams, ex-Super- 
intendent oC the Carson Mint and his bondsmen, for the 
amount of the bullion thefts committed pi lor to his term 
of office. 
If the shortage had not been discovered until 


the time the suit was commenced, the theives \\ould have 
"been beyond the law while an innocent man and his 
friends are sued to recover the amount of money stolen. 
This may be the law, but we opine, that it would be hard 
to convince any reasonable man that such immunity grant- 
ed to criminals which s denied to honest men is in accord- 
ance with the principles of justice.

an army with a maximum strength of one to evety 2,000. 
In this way the relative power of each can be preserved, 
its people relelved of an unnecessarily heavy burden of tax- 
ation. its army Increased in efficiency and its government, 
Us Iwlberties and its institutions strengthened and made 
firm. 
This he thinks would make for the peace of the 


world. 


There are few men living in the world who have seen 


so much of war, few \v ho have seen it on so large a scale 
as General Miles. Like most others who have seen Its hor- 
rors, he would be glad to see an end of it and' a peaceful 
way of settling differences between nations. He evidently 
believes with the late General Sherman that — "War Is 
hell."
